ThePhonyTaxHearing 


The people of Pennsylvania finally are to get a public 
hearing on Governor Fine's proposal for a State income tax, 
and on the Governor’s proposed $1,220,000,000 budget. 


The Senate Finance Committee has consented to hear 
witnesses in a one-day— mayl>e a two-dav— hearing. 


And, from the sound of it, this hearing is going to be 
just like the trial of the western cattle thief back in the 
frontier days, 
lf you rememlier your western lore, the judge 
announced in advance that he was going to give the culprit 
a fair trial and then hang him. 
For after this hearing, the chances are excellent that 
we’ll all have to pay the income tax, anyway. And that Gov­ 
ernor Fine’s over-stuffed budget will remain substantially 
intact. 
The State budget is a big, thick book, full of numbers. 
It would take the .senators— smart men that they are—a full 
day to read the book, let alone find out where the proposed 
ex|>enditures could be cut. 


And they’ll have to do just that before they can find out 
whether the income tax is justified or unjustified. 
T hey’ll 
have to go over much of that budget, item by item, quiz 
State officials and get expert evidence on tax collections. 
That can’t In* done in a day, or in a week, 
it ’s a long, 
hard job. 
It took the personnel of the State Budget Office 
months to prepare. l rnleas the Senate Finance Committee is 
willing to spend weeks in looking over the budget with a 
gimlet eye. it isn’t going to accomplish anything. 


On the face of it, Finance Committee’s offer to hear a 
few selected witnesses in a quickie hearing, is a fraud on the 
l»eople of Pennsylvania. 
Nobody should be kidded— if this 
is the program of the committee, get set for a State income 
tax. 
The fishy aroma about this hearing is heightened by the 
actions of the House of Representatives. 
When the House passed the income tax bill — on the 
second try— House leaders arranged to hold back the bill to 
re-enact the income tax on corporations. This, with the im­ 
plied threat that if the senators don't pass the personal in­ 
come tax, the House will up the corporation income tax. 
The Senate com m ittee hearings were 
announced 
15 
minutes after the House approved the corporate income tax 
and sent it along to the Senate. Then came this bit of in­ 
telligence: 
It was reporter! that House leaders had been assured 
that the administration tax program, including the income 
tax hill, will l)e passed promptly after the public hearings. 
That gives you the picture—complete with frame. 


Small Business Help 
Small business firms feeling the pinch of mobilization 
cutbacks are due for some help in the near future. The De- 
partment of Defense is opening 28 new sample, display and 
procurement information centers in 16 states. This brings 
to 62 the total number of such centers. 
In addition to furnishing information about Army pro­ 
curements, the centers will be authorized to accept bids from 
small businessmen wishing to supply the Armed Forces. 
This move is considered to be another step toward keep­ 
ing America’s small business from folding in the face of gov­ 
ernment restrictions, and to allow it to co m a te with big 
business on an equal basis for mobilization contracts.

P a t­ 
terned after the boss-gang In the 
K rem lin that controls the Soviet 
Union, the adm inistration’s high 
lam a, super-president, and Sec­ 
re ta ry of State, Dean Acheson, 
would run the show. 
In Russia, the politburo con­ 
trols the Red Army, propaganda, 
prices and production. It allocates 
aircraft, arms and ammunition to 
selected areas, diverts raw ma­ 
terials and finished goods. 
It 
calls the turn on foreign policy 
and directs global strategy. 
In 
other words, the politburo is an 
iron-clad 
dictatorship, 
beholden 
only to Prem ier Stalin, whose 
main function is to settle argu­ 
m ents between state planners 
Supei-president Acheson, who 
never ran for public office in 
his life and couldn’t get elected 
if he did, has a packaged polit­ 
buro ready to shove down con ­ 
gressional throats. 
It gives him 
everything Stalin has in the w ay 
of power, subject, of course, to a 
final stamp 
of 
approval 
from 
President Trum an. 
N o one in 
W ashington 
can 
find 
evidence 
th at the President ever has turn­ 
ed, or w ill turn, his 
back 
on 
Acheson. 
In fact, most of the 
other bureaucrats have learned 
th e hard w ay, and won’t even 
take their disputes with the su­ 
per-president to Mr. Truman. 
Paul G. H offm an, form er head 
of the ECA, in com m enting on 
his experience in the governm ent 
w hen he tangled with the S tate 
departm ent, admitted that "no­ 
body likes to take his troubles to 
the President.”

adroit manipulation

He is the voice of the
